Charley Villani was the undisputed hero of Adelaide 
Juventus after scoring the best goal of the match and 
creating another for Steve Maxwell, to spearhead 
“Juye” to an easy win over Sydney Olympic in the sec- 
ond leg of the NSL grand final. 


Adelaide Juventus came to Parramatta 0-1 down alter 
the first leg in Adelaide and looked in all sorts of 
trouble in trying to cope with Olympic’s sustained 
attack in the opening 15-20 minutes. 


Led by the evergreen Bugsy Nyskohus and the tall Nev- 
ille Flounders, Juve survived, then produced the 
flowing style of football for which it is renowned. 


It was Villani who came to the fore in those crucial 
minutes when the visitors went two up before the 
break. Maxwell was brought down by Manny Span- 
oudakis after 31 minutes and Sergio Melta made no 
mistake from the penalty. 


With one minute left before the break, Villani took the 
ball to the edge of his own penalty area and strolled 
past a few Olympic players before pushing it for- 
ward to Maxwell. Martyn Rogers missed with an 
attempted tackle, leaving Maxwell to round the 
keeper and score. 


Two up at half time and playing with poise, Juventus 
never looked back. 


Villani’s free header after only two minutes play in the 
second half had everyone beaten but it sailed past 
the upright. Then came Paul Shillabeer with Gary 
Meier to beat in the 55th but his shot from an angle 
also missed. 


Villani raced into the box to face Meier in the 58th. 
Coady’s tackle brought Villani dewn but also 
scooped the ball to Meier. 


It was champagne football by Juventus, and it led to 
another superb goal. I hope Frank Arok was watch- 
ing, for Villani’s was a classy performance. He 
strolled past opponents to face Meier before scoring 
with ease in the 59th minute.

Villani and his Juve team-mates celebrated, with Olym- 
pic appearing to be well beaten. 


Then came an unfortunate incident, with Marshall 
Soper and Joe Mullen tangling near the touch line. 
Mullen brought Soper down and the referee awarded 
Sydney Olympic a free kick. Soper obviously not 
Satisfied threw the ball at Mullen and then struck 
Mullen to the ground. . 


There was no hesitation by Don Campbell who seut 
Soper in for an earty shower, while Mullen got what 
he deserved — a yellow card. 


Campbell showed his strength and did what he had to, 
no more and no less, despite the presence of 14,000 
Olympic fans. 


And when most believed that the absence of Soper was 
going to benefit Juventus, things turned sour for the 
visitors, Olympic, with 10 players looked far more 
competitive and came at Juventus with all guns fir- 
ing. Terry Patalis came on for Mike Coady to add 
strength to the forward line and suddenly Juve start- 
ed to struggle at the back. 


A defensive error allowed Stuart Johnstone to pull one 
back for Olympic in the 66th. Then came a sitter for 
Gary Phillips in the 83rd, but a superb tackle by 
Nyskohus saved the day and Juve celebrated its 
first-ever Australian title. 


Olympic’s effort in the closing stages allowed Juve to 
counter swiftly and efficiently and had Juve’s strik- 
ers exploited their chances, the result would have 
been an embarrassment for the home side. 


Villani broke through time and again to taunt Olympic 
with his fine skills, sudden turn of speed and effi- 
cient shooting. He was ably supported by Melta and 
Maxwell to overpower the might of Sydney soccer. 


Melta scored a superb goal close to the end but was 
denied by an inexplicable decision by a linesman. 
Melta came from behind to head a well-directed 
free kick from the left and head past Meier. It was 
one of the best goals seen this year. The same lines- 
man stopped Mullen midway through the second 
half over offside although Mullen was inside his own 
half when fed a ball through by Villani. 


However, the visitors did not find it necessary to com- 
plain about trivialities. They knew that at no stage 
could this game be lost and they played with the 
poise of an overseas side. 


Much credit must go to Zoran Matic, Juve’s coach who 
always believed his team would win; “In Adelaide 
we played poorly because of the state of the pitch. It 
suited Olympic’s bustling style of play. On this turf 
at Parramatta Stadium, there was no way we could 
lose,” said an elated Matic after the game. 


And what about Villan? “I wish Frank Arok was here to 
see. Villani is by far the best player in the League. 
For how long will he be overlooked by the national 
coach:” Matic said. 


Nyskohus, 36 was another who shone in the grand final. 
“We needed one goal to get on even terms, but from 
then on it was going to be Adelaide all the way,” said 
Nyskohus. 


About his team-mate and the man of the match, Charley 
Villani Nyskohus said: “He was an exceptional play- 
er at 16 and he is a great player now, but living in 
Adelaide and being out of the big smoke of Sydney 
and Melbourne, he is being left out in the cold by the 
national coach.” 

Will Nyskohus play next year? “Ask the coach, not me,” 
he said. ; 

Chris Kalantzis whe, according to Matic, is the most 
explosive striker in the land, could not find a way 
past the aggressive Adelaide defence and Vicente 
Estavillo, for once, paled in comparison with his 
opponents. 

Johnstone deserved his goal he could de no more to help 
his team, de void of ideas on the day and beaten by a 
far better team.

for John 


Perin 
the great 


Walking through the tun- 
nel at Paramatta Stadium 
on Sunday, at the end of 
the upside-down National 
Championship final, I 
could hardly fail to notice 
John Perin — his hand- 
somely Italian face now 
sporting the odd contour 
of middle age — mana- 
ging more than a satisfied 
grin. 

How just it was that Adelaide 
Juventus should at last be 
champion. How unjust that it 
came 10 years late — that 
Perin could not be among the 
celebrated. 

I wonder if Perin, his col- 
league Zoran Matic, Sergio 
Melta and Bugsy Nyskohus, 
had spared themselves a quiet 
moment somewhere — reml- 
niscing about the 1977 team of 
which they were all members, 
catching up on what should 
have been. 

Coming back from a two- 
year stay in England, and at 
the advent of the Phillips 
League, I well remember the 
Stun of Adelaide Juventus — its 
elegance, culture, simplicity, 
idealism. 

It finished fourth that year, 
two points behind the lead, and 
below Sydney Hakoah, Marco- 
ni and Heidelberg Alexander. 

But there was never any 
‘question that “Juve” played 
the best football just as” there 
is no question that it did so 
again in 1986. 

Are we seeing then, some 
sort of revival of the fortunes 
of the central European 
style? Next to the qualities of 
Adelaide Juventus, Footscray 
JUST and Sydney Croatia, 
even St George — rugged and 
colorless near the start of the 
year — gained its 1lth-hour 
successes after it began to 
play some real football. 

I thought long about Eddie 
Thomson's remark after Sun- 
day’s game that Adelaide Ju- 
ventus’ game is based on the 
counter-attack which I took to 
impy that it is a style with a 
negative philosophy. 

I wonder. 

The approach, it appears to 
me, is to possess, not to give 
the ball away, pass it square 
or behind if necessary, but al- 
ways short, always safe and 
to the feet, building, building 
until the break is on. 


It is safe, which is not the 
same as negative. 


But I find it attractive, much 
more so than the other styles, 
because it ensures more conti- 
nuity in a game. What I found 
remarkable back in 1977 was 
that not more teams used Ade- 
laide Juventus’ and JUST's 
style 

Because it appeared attrac- 
tive, because there was a mini- 
mum of technical error, 
observers thought it a difficult 
Style to play. Yet, because pri- 
marily it is easier to pass the 
ball to feet at five metres than 
at 35 metres, it is a simple 
style. 

As historically winners tend 
to be copied, here’s one winner 
I hope will be as well. I would 
not object to 14 Adelaide Ju- 
ventuses next season.

Fallon hardly endeared him- 
self to the Australian media 
during his last “business trip” 
across the Tasman. 

His acts of petulance included de- 
manding a fee for an interview and re- 
fusal to attend an after-match press 
conference. 

Had any Aussie journos reduced the 
Kiwi balance of payments deficit by 
the $75 sought, they probably would 
have learnt that Falion, like many New 
Zealand soccer personalities, is a prod- 
uct of northern England. 

Born in Maltby, a Yorkshire coal mining 
village, of Irish parentage, Fallon was an out- 
standing schoolboy footballer who attracted 
considerable interest from many leading Eng- 
lish clubs, including Leeds United, then one of 
Europe’s major powers. Leeds manager Don 
Revie actually visited the Fallon family cot- 
tage seeking young Kevin's signature, but in- 
stead he chose the local United, Rotherham, 
primarily because Danny Williams, then its 
manager, attended the same Catholic church 
as his parents. 

Fallon bcame a full-time professional on his 
17th birthday — December 3 1965, and imme- 
diately made a substantial mark in the Rother- 
ham reserves side. He appeared set for an 
early senior team debut until a heated verbal 
clash with manager Jack Mansell, who had 
succeeded Williams, over a requested wage 
incréase resulted in the young central defend- 


‘ranks and a‘ teading local trainer was anx- 
jous for him te join the pro circuit. Only the 
grave reservations of his mother made him 
hesitate. 

Fallon still was considering his options when 
approached by League of Ireland club Sligo 
Rovers. He spent three seasons in Eire; win- 
ning an FA of Ireland Cup runners up medal,

before Southend United of the English Fourth 
Division brought him back over the Irish Sea 
for a small fee. 

The big Yorkshireman gained a brief taste 
of senior soccer with Southend, making four 
league appearances, before a night club brawl 
effectively terminated his English League ca- 
reer. Fallon delivered a king-hit to a fellow 
Christmas reveler. The Southend directors 
came to learn of the incident and decided that 
such an unruly fellow had no place in their 
club. Despite the support of manager Arthur 
Rowley, Fallon was out. 

Despite being only 22, fit, ambitious and 
able, he found that no other English League 
club was willing to offer employment. A short, 
disheartening period with Ilkeston Town of the 
semi-professional Southern League followed, 
then he was approached by Alan Vest, now 
NSW’s Director of Coaching. 

He liked the idea and made the long journey 
to Gisborne City, the club Vest was then at- 
tached to as player-coach. Within a year he 
won recognition as a central defender with few 
peers in the Rothmans’ New Zealand National 
League and gained a call-up to the New Zea- 
land training squad. 

Fallon inherited Vest’s job in 1974 and was 
to remain a player-coach for 10 years, all but 
three of them at Gisborne. 


Under Fallon, Gisborne became a byword 
within New Zealand soccer for efficiency, con- 
sistency and endeavor, despite it only claiming 
one major honor — the Rothman’s League title 
in 1984, the year he hung up his boots to con-

Australian soccer is crying out for person- 
alities to bring back crowds and to make the 
spectacle more entertaining but most coach- 
es here are so afraid of failure that they 
won't allow players to express themselves. 


That's the forthright view of 
Bob Brian of ‘The Herald’ in 
Melbourne and he is Austra- 
lia’s most experienced soccer 
writer. 

Edinburgh-born Brian 
came to Australia 10 years 
ago, just in time to see the 
birth of the National League, 
after L7 years with ‘The Scot- 
tish Daily Mail.” 

After attending George Her- 
iot School in Edinburgh 
“where I broke my collarbone 
Playing rugby”, he adds wryly, 
Brian trod the classic path 
from copy boy to top sports 
journalist with the Mail, first in 
Edinburgh, then later in 
Dundee. 

He also played soccer, at Ju- 
venile level with Slateford Ath- 
letic, then junior with 
Rosewall-Rosedale, before ris- 
ing to the dizzy heights of Sten- 
housemuir reserves in the 
Scottish Second Division 
Breaking both ankles made 
him realise that his future lay 
in journalism and he pursued 
it, 

“I had a very hard appren- 
ticeship”, he says. “After about 
nine months as a copy boy they 
put me on the racing desk, and 
I was there for five years doing 
the racing form and covering 
soccer matches in my spare 
time. 

“It might not sound much 
but don’t forget that there is a 
race meeting somewhere in 
Britain every day, and at week- 
ends and holiday times there 
could be as many as 14 meet- 
ings in one day. And I worked 
with a real slave-driver, a 
hard-nosed pro named Willie 
Stewart. I used to hate him so 
much that when We went 
across to the pub for a drink 
after the first edition had gone 
to bed, I'd feel like throwing 
the drink in his face.” 

However all good things 
come to an end and in 1961 the 
Mail's editor asked Brian if he 
would like to go to Aberdeen. 
But that was the season that 
Dundee, Scotland’s premier 
team at the time, won the Scot- 
tish League, and the move to 
Aberdeen became a transfer to 
Dundee instead: Bob had mar- 
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med Norma by then and he 
Says the eight years he spent 
covering Dundee’s matches in 
Scotland and Europe were the 
happiest he’s spent in 
journalism. 

“We loved Dundee and we 
still have a lot of good friends 
there,” he says. 

“Dundee had a great team 
stacked with personalites like 
Alec Hamilton, Ian Ure, Alan 
Gilzean, Andy Penman and 
the one and only Gordon 
Smith. Gordon Smith was a 
wonderful winger, Scotland’s 
answer to Stanley Matthews, 
you could say. Like Matthews 
he would take the ball down to 
the bye-line and cross it, and 
Gilzean scored heaps of his 
goals that way. 

“Smith also held a record 
that is probably unique in any 
country anywhere. He was 
with Hibs when they won the 
Scottish championship, got a 
free transfer and went to 
Hearts, who then won the 
championship, and again he 
got a free transfer and came to 
Dundee to do it for a third 
time. He was the most accurate 
crosser of a ball I've ever seen. 
I think that was the greatest 
club side I have ever seen, and 
without sounding old-fash- 
ioned, I personally feel that we 
haven't seen their like since, 
because I don’t think that mod- 
ern day players are anywhere 
near as fit as they were.” 

“In the 1950s and early 60s 
every top team in Scotland had 
Star players, and some of them 
were phenomenal Maybe the 
players were fitter because it 
was rare for them to be al- 
lowed to buy a car. One man, 
Harry Swan, chairman of Hi- 
bernian at the time, banned his 
players from using a car and 
one player who defied him was 
made to sell his car a few days 
after he boughtit Within a few 
miles of where we lived in 
Dundee there were at least 
eight golf courses, and the rou- 
tine for almost all the players 
was morning training and af- 
ternoon galf.” 

The happy period in Dundee 
came to an end when ‘The 
Scottish Daily Mail’ folded up 
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tops in Brian’s book

in 1970. Brian was offered jobs 
with the Mail group in Man- 
chester and London, but he 
didn’t fancy the move, and 
since the Mail was offering 
“fantastic” redundancy pay- 
ments, he took his severance 
cheque and bought a pub, the 
Sun Tavern in Coupar, Fife. He 
and Norma ran the pub practi- 
cally single handedly while 
Bob also did freelance work 
for magazines like ‘Shoot’. 

Mention of freelance work 
brings a reminiscent chuckle. 

“Just before we went into 
the pub, | went down to London 
to meet an old friend and in the 
process landed myself in the 
worst job I’ve ever had. 
There's a well-known English 
journalist naméd’ Reg Hayter, 
who is Still around, ghosting 
Sports biographies. 

“At the time he had a sports 
reporting agency, supplying 
match reports to provincial 
newspapers all over England 
and Wales. I was having a 
drink with an acquaintance 
and this fellow said: ‘Reg is 
Short-handed, would you like a 
week's work ’ Okay, said I, and 
what a week it was! 

I worked every day and

then covered a match every 
night for five nights. The cli- 
max came when I went to a 
game and Reg sent a gaggle 
(or is that giggle?) of telepho- 
nists to whom I was supposed 
to dictate 14 different match 
reports of the game to differ- 
ent newspapers and all before 
10pm. There’s no way I could 
do that, so I sent them all 
away — there were six I think 
— and did all the reports 
myself, 

“As I was about to leave for 
home the great man called me 
and asked me if I'd like to Stay. 
“There’s good money in it’, he 
Said. ‘I could give you £44 a 
week!’ I burst out laughing, be- 
cause I could make that in one 
day with a couple of short 
pieces for ‘Shoot’’so I Just told 
him I wasn’t interested” 

The turning point in Bob 
Brian's life came unexpected- 
ly. Norma’s cousin, Bill Black- 
ley, who played for Victorian 
club Waverley, sent the Brian’s 
& courtesy invitation to ‘his 
son's wedding, and Bob per- 
suaded Norma to go and take 
the children, Kerry and Rob- 
ert, with her. 

“We hadn't had a proper 
holiday for five years, because 
the pub wasn't that big that you 
could employ relief staff, and I 


thought the trip would be great 
for Norma and the kids.” 

So Norma went and Bob 
Stayed behind, doing freelance 
work, but every letter from 
Norma kept stressing how won- 
derful life was Down Under, 
with the sun and the barbecues 
and all, so eventually Bob told 
her he'd sell the house and 
come and join her. 

So he found himself in Aus- 
tralia and back in full-time 
journalism once again, on the 
racing desk, doing Herald- 
form. That was in 1976, and 
when the following year the 
Nationa] League started, he 
Switched to soccer and he's 
been doing that ever since. 


Working at ‘The Herald’ has 
been a sort of culture shock 
for Bob Brian. While he never 
criticises his fellow journal- 
ists, because it isn’t in his na- 
ture anyway, you get the 
distinct impression that he 
feels that a fot of people he 
has worked with here would 
have had a rough time work- 
ing at ‘The Scottish Daily 
Mail’. 

“The amount of footy cover- 
age absolutely stapeered me at 
first, especially since there 
were only 12 clubs. it seemed 
to me that people could get 
away with writing any sort of 
garbage as long as it was about 
footy. I don’t blame the journos 
aS much as their bosses. The 
whole slant on sport is so 
Parochial.” 

Brian has rubbed shoulders 
with the greatest in sports jour- 
nalism, people like the near 
legendary Hugh Mcllvenny, 
the London Observer's bril- 
lant columnist who can fasci- 
nate you for hours with his wit, 
while at the same time drink- 
ing you under the table. Some 
Australian soccer journalists 
will never forget a memorable 
luncheon at the Windsor Castle 
hotel when Scotland came over 
last December and which end- 
ed around 11 pm, with Mcll- 
venny still holding court. 

But when it comes to great 
personalities, there's only one 
in Brain’s book — Tommy 
Docherty. 

“It's an absolute crying 
shame that Tommy was ever 
allowed to leave this country,” 
he says. 

“Some job should have been 
found for him, because he is 
the most colorful soccer per- 
sonality this country has ever 
seen, or is ever likely to see 

“Fwo examples will suffice. 
One day, the Herald sports edi- 
tor told me to take Tommy out 
to the footy at VFL Park and 
see what his reaction was. We 
were very well received there 
and we had lunch in the VIP

area and drinks afterwards, 
and all the time we were there 
footy people kept coming up to 
me and saying: “Could you 
please introduce me to Tommy 
Docherty?’ Now can you imag- 
ine that being the case with 
any other soccer person? 

Then there was the time 
when ‘The Herald’ sportswrit- 
ers took Tommy to lunch. It 
Was a Small restaurant near 
the office and it seated about 
60 people. When we first went 
in there was the usual clatter 
of cutlery and people eating 
and chatting, but after we had 
been there about half an hour, 
everyone had stopped talking 
and was listening to Tommy, 
and he must have entertained 
them for another hour. It was 
just like an impromptu floor- 
Show. ‘The Herald’ staff have 
never forgotten it. The man’s 
name is a household word, and 
I repeat, I think it’s a great pity 
that he isn't still here in some 
capacity.” 

Does Bob Brian think that 
the National League will 
survive? 

“I think it will,” he Says, 
“but a lot of attitudes must 
change. If it doesn’t I think it 
will be the end of serious soc- 
cer here. If all the talk about 
the impending sponsorship is 
true, then this is a wonderful 
opportunity. If the sponsor- 
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ship is going to be for three or 
four years, then the league 
management should look that 
far ahead, without any more 
chopping and changing of for- 
mats. And if they bring in, 
Say, three points for a win, 
which I think would cut out a 
lot of negative play, they 
should stick to it for three or 
four years, not drop it after 
one season. 

“But club committees have 
got to become much more pro- 
fessional. Take the average 
club committee here. There 
are about 15 or so on the com- 
mittee and they advertise for a 
coach, vet the applicants and 
appoint one. The club gets off 
to a bad start, the coach is in 
trouble, and he loses a few 
more games and he's sacked. 


The people who appointed him 
don’t sack themselves though. 

“The most glaring example 
of that is the way Tommy 
Traynor was dumped by Ju- 
ventus at the start of last sea- 
son to make way for another 
coach after only three games. 


That was outrageous. What 
qualifications do these com- 
mitteemen have to judge the 
competence ef a coach? How 
does say owning a couple of 
fish and chip shops make you 
an expert on how to play 
soccer?”

Since then, the Tottenham 
supporters have waited pa- 
tiently for a genuine revival of 
that great team. Several cups 
have been won — the UEFA 
Cup in 1984 was the last — but 
none with the flourish of the 
famous double-winning team. 

David Pleat hopes to 
change all that. 

The new manager, installed 
in May after more than seven 
years in charge at modest Lu- 
ton Town, has a burning desire 


to re-establish the Spurs as 
London's most attractive and 
entertaining team and, if poss- 
ible, to win some honors along 
the way. 

“Tt will take time,”* he said. 

“T know it will. There is a lot 
to do. I know what needs to be 
done, but nothing can happen 
overnight and I shall not judge 
my success on one week, one 
month or even one season. I 
need to build up the club — 
and that will take several 
years.” 

Time, however, is a rare 
commodity in soccer. After the 
previous week’s 1-0 triumph at 
Liverpool — only Tottenham's 
second win at Anfield in more 
than 70 years — London's soc-

“But it was a fast, exciting 
game and a hell of a test for us 
fitness-wise.” 

Pleat’s words only hinted at 
his feelings. Wednesday is 
known for its rigorous pre-sea- 
son training and impressive 
physiques. Few fans claim any 
knowledge of its soccer. 

Nothing would have delight- 
ed Pleat more than to see his 
team of gifted players, 
attempting an almost bygone 
style of silky, flowing play, out- 
wit the direct but unpopular 
Wednesday methods. 

To help create a skilled but 
durable team, Pleat has 
signed two polished attack- 
conscious defenders in Scot- 
land’s Richard Gough and 
England under-2l fullback 
Mitchell Thomas and a world- 
class striker in Belgium’s 
Nico Claesen. 

He rates Claesen and his co- 
striker, former England for- 
ward Clive Allen, highly. 

“There is no-one around 
with a greater sense for goals 
than Clive,” he said. “Once his 
confidence is up, he is the best 





finisher — with both feet. 

“It could turn out to be the 
ideal partnership with Nico. 
I’m convinced they are capa- 
ble of scoring a lot of goals 
together.” 

Claesen, quick, strong and 
mobile, will benefit from the 
improved service provided by 
Chris Waddle — another play- 
er, like Allen, to have his ca- 
reer revived by. Pleat. 

Instead of using him exclu- 
sively on the left, Pleat has 
moved him to the right and 
asked him to work harder and 
score more goals. Waddle re- 
sponded with improved form 
which led to him recovering 
his England place. 


“Tf can run all day. It’s just 
that people think I look tired or 
moody and that’s not the case 
at all,” he said of criticism 
about his shambling, round- 
shouldered appearance. 


Waddle’s revival is refiected 
in the optimism of goalkeeper 
Ray Clemence who, at 338, 
made his 200th league appear- 
ance for Tottenham last 
weekend. 


“The new manager is doing 
something here and it is ex- 
citing to be part of the founda- 
tions,” he said. “I just hope I 
am around long enough to see 
him put the roof on.” 


Having conceded only eight 
goals in 11 games, Clemence 
can have few fears just yet. 
Only two teams in First Divi- 
sion have better defensive re- 
cores — Coventry and North 
London rival Arsenal — while 
just one, Luton, also has con- 
ceded eight.
